London, Oct. I.—A peace demonstration occurred in 
Berlin Saturday, according to news received here today. 
Cheering crowds assembled before the Bulgarian legation 
at the German capital necessitating police Intervention. 
The rioters, according to information, got the upper hand 
of the authorities and committed excesses. A number of 
statues in Berlin squares were destroyed. 
| 


Bulgaria Surrenders Unconditionally. 


Bulgaria has unconditionally surrendered, placing 
the Allies in control of her railroads and all other trans­ 
port means, including boats on the Danube, with freedom 
to use them for future military operations. The Bulgar­ 
ia army is to be demobilized and all strategic points in 
Bulgaria are to be occupied by the Allies. 


On six sectors where Allied troops are hurling them­ 
selves at the German lines in Belgium and France there 
has been bitter fighting at every point. Cambrai is in 
flames today as the British are breaking great holes in 
the Hmdenburg line from Cambrai to S t Quentin. North 
of St. Quentin the British took Vendhuile, west of Le 
Catelet. In Belgium King Albert is leading British and 
Belgian armies rapidly into the heart of the network of 
German railroads centered about Ghent. 


Huns Burning Cambrai. 


London, Oct. I. Under threat of its speedy capture 
British’ ^he city of Cambrai has been set on fire by the 
Germans, Field Marshal Haig announces in today’s official 
statement. The British last night continued their closing 
m movement on Cambrai and captured Profile to the west 
of the city and Tilloy close by on the northwest North of 
St. Quentin, Leveriges has been captured. The battle was 
resumed this morning on the Cambrai-St. Quentin sector. 


Heavy Captures Scored by French. 


Pans, Oct I.—The French this morning were pushing 
ahead again on the front between the Aisne and Vesle riv­ 
ers, according to a war office report. French attacks in 
Champagne are continuing with an important advance 
scored in the Aisne valley with the capture of Binerville 
and Conde-les-audry. The French have taken 13,000 pris­ 
oners on the front between the Suippe and Argonne since 
ept. 26 and over 300 guns in the same period. A great 
many of the captured guns were of heavy calibre.
